Tho enemies of the Democratic party 
are every where predicting its disrup­ 
tion, oi.d rejoicing m the hope that it 
is soon to be broken up and destrovod. 
Whilst we are in no way surprised that, 
such a hope should fill thoin with joy, 
and can readily understand the grounds 
upon which their predictions are based, 
we do not entertain tho sligbtest fears 
of their ever being realized.

The 1st Section provides that no 
Bank shall purchase, or discount any 
draft, or bill of exchange, at a greater 
rate of discount than 1 per cent, beyond, 
or ubovo the legal rate of interest. 
See. 2, Declares that no Bank shall 
declare dividends exceeding 8 per cent. 
Boo. 3, No Bank shall set aside as a 
contingent or surplus fund a greater 
amount than 10per cent, on tlie capital 
stock thereof. 
Sec. 4, That in any case where such 
Bank 6hnll have at tho-time of tho pas­ 
sage of this Act, a surplus fund exceed­ 
ing 10 per cent, on tl\e capital thereof, 
such excess shall be divided among tho 
stockholders within six months ol’ tho 
passage of this Act. 
Sec. 5, That in case the Surplus, or 
contingent fund, at any time, after the 
1st of January next, shall exoeed 10 per 
cent, on the capital stock thereof, Buch 
excess shall be paid into tbe State 
-Treasury for the uso of the Common­ 
wealth.

We have a fow facts relating to tho 
several constitutions of the Stato of 
Kentnftky which are of interest in con­ 
nexion with tho organization of a State 
govornmonfein Kansas under tho Lc- 
oompton constitution.

tution of Kentucky waa formed in 1792, 
and existed until 1799. The second or 
amended constitution, framed in 1799, 
remained unaltered until 1850. Nei­ 
ther ol these constitutions were ever 
submitted to a vote of the people. 
The 
new constitution of 1850 was submitted 
to the popular vote, and adopted by a 
vote greatly less than a majority of the 
whole number of voters in the State. 
Yet do one ever supposed that its adop­ 
tion bj' a minority of tho people render­ 
ed it an illegal instrument, or relieved 
thoso who omitted So voto from yielding 
to it their hearty obedience. All bad the 
opportunity to vote, and that was suffi­ 
cient; it was the majority at the ballot 
box that decided the question of its 
adoption, not the majority who declined 
to vote.— Washington Union.

In briuf, our system of incorpora- 
tions has become so vsist, diversified and diffi- 
cult of comprehension, that no reasonable in 
dnstry can master the whole subject, and 
understand precisely where we are and whir 
ther wo are drifting.

If you put on plenty of manure the 


fall previous and plow shallow, unless 
U be a dry season, you will likely get a 
crop of com, and probably get most 
yfthe strength of tho manure in the 
first crop. 


But put on the same coat of manure
